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thorny question 
at public library

A refusal to put a public document 
on the shelves of the local library 
has recently raised questions about 
censorship and First Amendment 
rights in Wilmington, 

One week before the recall 
election, Anne Linehan donated 
copies of hazing reports authored 
by former superintendent Bill Fay 
and high school Principal Paul 
Fleming to the public library. 
According to Linehan, she had paid 
for the reports and felt they should 
be accessible to residents through 
the public library. Though copies 
were available at the Roman House, 
said Linehan, anyone who wanted a 
copy was required to sign and pay 
for it. Linehan said Library 
Director Philip Merriam received 
the reports, bound them, and wrote 
4 cover page for the document. A 
short time later, a friend told 
Linehan the document was not 
available at the library. 

"Mr. Merriam accepted it. It was 
public information and the library 
is a designated public forum," said 
Linehan, who is now claiming First 
Amendment rights were violated 
and certain library officials, who 
should challenge censorship, have 
themselves censored material that 
was released under the Freedom of 
Information Act. 

According to the Freedom to Read 
Foundation, the First Amendment 
"guarantees all individuals the right 
to express their ideas without 
governmental interference and to 
read and listen to the ideas of 
others," 

Merriam refused to confirm or 
deny Linehan's statements. 

"I don't want to go into it. I'm 
basically following the instructions 
to refer matters to the chairman of 
the board of trustees," Merriam told 
the Town Crier. 

Town Manager Michael Caira said 
Merriam came to his office shortly 
after Linehan's vi: 
about the reports. Caira said he told 
the director to contact Pat Duggan, 
chairman of the board of trustees, 
and advised him it was up to the 
school department to release the 
reports because they were in that 
department's custody. Caira added, 
a few weeks earlier, Linehan asked 
Acting Supt. Peter DeRoeve to send 
copies of the reports to the library 
but he declined. Linchan claimed 
DeRoeve was too busy at the time to 
send them over. 

Caira told this paper this was the 
first time Merriam had approached 
him about such an issue. He said 
public documents are not normally 
sent to the library from town 
departments for public review but 
are usually kept in the proper 
office. 

"It's a sensitive issue but I'm not 
sure if it's censorship or not," Caira 
said, adding Duggan felt this was an 
attempt to use a public building for 
political purposes. 

Duggan said she and Caira both 
felt this was a Political issue, 

"I felt at the time it was of a very 
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political nature," Duggan told this 
paper. She added it was her personal 
belief that anything to do with the 
hazing would be considered politi- 
cal and it could also be construed as 
political because of the timing, with 
Linehan bringing the reports in one 
week before the election, 

"I take total responsibility for this 
not being on the shelf. Total,” said 
Duggan, who ordered Meriam to 
remove the document from 
circulation. 

Duggan stressed she didn't think it 
was a censorship issue since 
residents could view the reports at 
the Roman House. 

"It was available. People were not 
denied getting it,” she said. 

Jim Banda is a library trustee. 
When contacted, he said there 
scemed to be two main issues here: 
censorship and a violation of the 
First Amendment. 

Banda said anyone can make a 
document public once it's declared a 
public document. He explained the 
reports "can't be a political docu- 
ment because once it's ordered to be 
a public document it becomes that." 

"If that's the way it happened (the 
sequence of events), there's a couple 
of serious violations,” said Banda. 

The document is now on library 
shelves since the school committee 
granted Linchan's request two 
weeks ago to attach public 
documents to the minutes and 
forward them to the public library. 
Duggan said Linehan followed 
“normal procedure" in going 
through the school department. 
Another option open to Linehan, 
she added, is to get on the agenda of 
the board of trustees. 

Linehan was supposed to be on the 
board's agenda last Tuesday but a 
snowstorm forced cancellation of 
that meeting. Linchan plans to get 
on the board's next agenda and ask 
that the library renew its 
membership in the American 
Library Association and post the 
Association's Bill of Rights in a 
prominent place. Linehan maintains 
two of the six policies outlined in 
the Bill of Rights seem appropriate 
to this case: 

“Libraries should provide ma- 
terials and information presenting 
all points of view on current and 
historical issues. Materials should 
not be proscribed or removed 
because of partisan or doctrinal 
disapproval." 

2. "Libraries should challenge 
censorship in the fulfillment of their 
responsibility to provide informa- 
tion and enlightenment.” 

"This was not a political docu- 
ment. As far as I'm concerned, I'm 
entitled to put information of con- 
cern in the library," said Linchan. 

Banda said the policy governing 
donated material is a loose policy 
that needs to be updated. 

The next meeting of the board of 
trustees of the Wilmington Public 
Library is a budget meeting with the 
finance committee on March 2.

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No resolution on 
by-law controversy

No resolution was reached Mon- 
day in a complicated issue over 
pre-existing lots in Wilmington and 
the rights of landowners to develop 
their land as has been done in the 
past under the zoning bylaws. 

The issuc, according to lawyers 
representing landowners and 
developers, and town officials, has 
been coming to a head over a 
period of years. At the heart of the 
matter is the contention of the 
Wilmington Planning Board, 
Town Manager Michael Caira, and 
Town Counsel Alan Altman that 
land in contiguous ownership. is 
considered a lot and the planning 
board should have jurisdiction over 
homes on undersized lots. 

Some developers have purchased 
parcels of land that do not mect 
frontage, area, and other require 
ments and have gotten approval 
through the Board of Appeals to 
build a home on the lot because the 
lot is considered pre-existing and 
conforms to size provisions in 
voning bylaws set forth in 
September, 1934. The planning 
board maintains such a practice has 
led to the piecemeal creation of 
developments on "paper" streets 
(streets that exist only on the 
town's official map) that do not 
mect subdivision standards, Ow- 
ners of homes in such develop- 
ments have reportedly called the 
board and town manager com 


plaining about cracks in the strects, 
narrow streets, lack of sidewalks 
ind curbs, and other shortcomings. 
Two of these developments are 
located on Ohio Street and 
Buc n Street 

to planning board 
member Carole Hamilton, in the 
past, the town literally interpreted 
the 1955 bylaw (We + Amend 


ment) as saying undersized lots that 


adjoin buildable lots have separate 
standing and could be considered a 
lot. She told the Town Crier her 
board has never been happy with 
how the bylaw has been interpreted 
and the new interpretation was 
made to correct an “error.” In the 
town's current interpretation, said 
Hamilton, land in contiguous 
ownership is now a lot. Altman 
ruled last year that all adjoining 
land held by a single owner must 
be merged to meet minimum 
frontage and area requirements 

In a written opinion in 1992, 
Altman maintained also the Plan- 
ning Board, and not the Board of 
Appeals, has jurisdiction over all 
official map applications and 
multiple pre-existing tot develop 
ment 

"When you subdivide the land, 
then the planning board has 
jurisdiction,” said Altman 

Attomey Dan Brown was present 
at Monday's selectmen's meeting 
with fellow lawyers Mark Johnson 
and Bob Peterson, all of whom 
were representing loca! developers 


and landowners caught in the 
middle of the controversy, Brown 
charged that there has been an 
unpublicized change in the bylaw 
and that change originated in the 
town manager's office and not 
through the proper process, the 
town meeting. Brown alleged also 


that Altman handed down an 
unwritten opinion that gave "cre 
dence” to the change, a change 


which has had a “detrimenta 
impact on the property rights 
Wilmington residents.

Along with questions on his 
department's role in maintaining 
water department buildings, Public 
Buildings Supt. Roger Lessard was 
also asked about heat and utility 
costs and the need for a new Centrex 
phone system and computerized 
engraving machine at a fincom 
meeting last Thursday .. The Wil- 
mington Finance Committee is 
holding a series of mectings with 
department heads to review the 
fiscal 1994 proposed budget. 
Lessard said, since the Water 
Department was put under the 
DPW, their buildings are now in his 
care, Fincom member Steve Leet 
pointed out, since the Water 
Department is supposed to be 
self-supporting, that department 
should reimburse the town for 
manpower hours put in by Lessard's 
men 

“Technically, you're incurring the 
burden and the water ratepayers are 
benefitting,” Leet told Lessard. 

Lessard explained his men don't 
log their manpower hours but 


laughingly added, "I'll take 
anything I can get.” 

“What we're dealing with here is 
an entity that's supposed to be 
self-supporting," said fincom 
Chairman Tom Casey. He suggested 
looking further into the matter. 

Lessard said the cost of heating the 
22 buildings under his control is 
“right where we anticipate it." He 
said the town has a fixed rate for 
heat and gets it through a 
collaborative. Lessard added the FY 
"94 budget reflects a three percent 
increase in electricity though 
Reading Light may up that to 5.5 
percent in June. 

Dick Duggan noted that the town 
“can't continue to sec these rising 
costs." Lessard assured him his 
department was watching "our 
pennies," 

Lessard next explained, because of 
the "antiquated" and costly phone 
system at Town Hall, the town

MWRA in violation of 
Clean Waters Act?

Wilmington selectmen were 
informed Monday that a lawsuit 
may be brought against the MWRA 
(Massachusetts Water Resources 
Authority) by several member 
towns for not complying with the 
Clean Waters Act. 

In a brief statement at his board's 
meeting, Chairman Mark Haldane 
said he had been asked by the 
chairman of theWeymouth Board of 
Selectmen to attend a joint meeting 
with other towns. The main issue 
under discussion will be the way 
water flow is measured by the 
MWRA. A large majority of towns 
do have meters in place to measure 
the flow, but, according to town 
officials, those meters are not being 
used as yet. Some residents, like 
selectmen candidates Tony Capuano 
and Diane Allan, have raised 
questions -about the MWRA's 
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decision not to use the meters. 
Capuano and Haldane claim Wil- 
mington is currently subsidizing 
other member communities like 
Boston, Cambridge, and Quincy. 

Haldane said Weymouth's chair- 
man claimed Wilmington is being 
overcharged by over $500,000 and 
a total of 34 MWRA communities 
are being overcharged. The Wey- 
mouth chairman suggested Wil- 
mington participate in a lawsuit 
against the MWRA for violating the 
Clean Waters Act. 

In related business, the MWRA 
has invited the town to a breakfast 
meeting March 2 to discuss the 
proposed FY '94 rates and to 
develop a strategy for implementing 
a rate relief program. 

The meeting will be held at 8 a.m. 
at the Northeast Metro Regional 
Vocational School in Wakefield. 
Assistant Town Manager Jeff Hull 
will represent Wilmington.

add 44 lines at town hall and save on 
the $2,000 a month line charges, 
said the superintendent.

In recent memory the Permanent Building Committee, or 
P.B.C., has hardly captured the spotlight or been a base of 
political power in Wilmington. 

But in the 1980s, when this community anxiously debated 
the merits of a renovated high school at town meeting and 
the ballot box, the P.B.C. became the most important board 
in the local government, exercising great influence over the 
future direction of the public school system. 

When a majority of voters committed to the expense of a 
modemized flag ship for the local school system, the 
P.B.C. and its articulate chairman Diane Allan had the 
unenviable task of making it all work, and to the 
satisfaction of conservative taxpayers always on the lookout 
for government waste. 

In retrospect it was all a job well done. "She made that 
project work and was the watchdog who made sure the 
town got exactly what it paid for," said Tony Accardi, who 
in 1984 was appointed the school committee liaison to the 
P.B.C. Allan's stature in the community was enhanced as 
voters observed, perhaps for a change, a public project 
which was well managed. With a whopping by local 
standards $9.3 million dollar price tag the successful 
completion of the project satisfied even those who had 
opposed funding a renovated high school. 

The four phases of the high school renovation project ran 
from 1984 to 1991. Diane Allan was there from blueprints 
to door nails and said she learned to interact with boards in 
town and a vast array of contractors. Today, she's taking 
that experience directly to the voters as a candidate for the 
open seat on the board of selectmen. 

Her themes as a candidate? "I want to demonstrate the 
leadership skills I learned from the P.B.C.," said Allan, a 
26 year resident who resides at Corey Avenue with her two 
children and husband George, a former water 
commissioner. 

But there's a more powerful theme to the Allan campaign 
and it may be the driving force in her first bid for elective 
office. "I would like to see more of a leadership role taken 
by the selectmen," said Allan, stopping short of leveling the 
criticism heard in past elections that the board relies too 
much on the concept of a strong town manager. "I'd get 
more involved as a member myself," said Allan, citing a 
need for a partnership between board members and the 
manager on the formulation of the annual town budget. 

The undertones of Allan's sentiments have becn part of a 
not so quiet debate in the local govemment that probably 
began When Wilmington adopted the Town Manager Act, 
which was meant to professionalize local government. 
Depending on the personalities of the players, some 
selectmen have been happy to play the role of corporate 
board members while others are more anxious to wean 
their political teeth on the given policy issues of the day. 
Allan appears ready to chew on some serious issues, "The 
board-of selectmen can be as active or as passive as they 
want to be. The bylaws give them authority to executive 
policy and take initiative," said Allan. "We need an active 
role model and I want to play an active role in planning and 
development." 

At the top of the planning list is the MWRA. Allan wants 
local officials to prepare a wall of defense against expected 
hikes in MWRA sewer fees which will take yet another bite 
from the local budget, already hit hard by hikers at the 
Charlestown based authority. 

As to the political environment of the day, Allan said her 
sense of the voters’ mood is that people are overdosed on 
politics, especially in the aftermath of what was often a 
bitter recall clection. "People feel that the town is in a 
holding position because of political issues," said Allan. 

Allan has been employed for 17 years at DuFresne Henry 
Company, an environmental engineering firm. She's 


presently pursuing a degree in business administration.

Tewksbury needs independent public access TV

Tewksbury has a golden opportunity, right now, to breathe real 
life into public access cable television serving the town. 

The town is renegotiating a new 10-year contract for cable TV 
service, and the negotiations were begun within the time frame for 
the town to eventually seek contractors other than Lowell Cable 
TV. Not that Lowell is doing a bad job, but Tewksbury cable TV 
could be so much more. Right now, it is nothing. 

Public access cable TV means, very simply, letting citizens run 
the show. Other towns have interesting and amusing public access 
television, but not Tewksbury. 

Under the current agreement, anyone wishing to create a "public 
access" program must contact Lowell Cable, and make an appoint- 
ment to use their Lowell facilities. The town has TV cameras and a 
workable studio in the high school, but they aren't used. 

Tewksbury televises mectings of the selectmen, appeals board 
and school committee, and that's it for local programming. Just as 
in newspaper work, government coverage can be lively if there's a 
hot topic, but day-to-day business is deathly dull. Channel 42 is for 
government and Channel 43 is for education, according to Dave 
Knight, who runs the cameras for the various town meetings. The 
"public access" programming appears on Channel 6, he said. 

Look at Wilmington's system -- the town charges a five-percent 
added fee on cable service, which funds a private, not-for-profit 
corporation with a board of directors picked from those involved 
in actually running the station. Selectmen have nothing to do with 
public access cable TV in Wilmington, and the station rents space at 
the Swain school. Couldn't that be done in Tewksbury? 

For a good time on the airwaves, check out Dracut's annual high 
school scholarship drive, televised on that town's local access TV 
channel beginning March 23 and running for four nights. Dracut's 
Scholarship Telethon is now a town institution, with entertainment, 
contests, and even elected officials taking a pie in the kisser, all to 
raise scholarship money. Other Dracut favorites are "Homework

Modifications on tap for 
Wilmington police station

To meet concerns of the 
Wilmington Police Department's 
insurance carrier, modifications 
are being made at the local police 
station, 

Police Chief Bobby Stewart told 
the Wilmington Finance Committee 
Tuesday about the modifications 
during his budget review. He said 
the indoor firing range had been 
closed due to lead dust in the area 
and his men are currently utilizing 
an outdoor range behind the water 
department. It would cost an 
estimated $200,000 to bring the 
range up to standard, said Stewart, 
something not being considered at 
this time, 

Plans are underway to build a 
sallyport or passage underground 
to bring in prisoners. Currently, 
prisoners are brought in through 
the back entrance. The insurance 
company feels if prisoners were to 
struggle with an officer while 
being brought in and either falls on 
slippery steps in bad weather, there 
could be a liability issue, said 
Stewart. The one time expenditure 
for the sallyport could come out of 
the $38,000 recently received in 
drug forfeiture money. 

Plans are also underway to 
redesign the front entrance of the 


police station to make it more 
secure for officers. In addition, a 
Proposal to enlarge the dispatch 
area is being considered so 
firefighters can be brought over 
when the--police station is 
overwhelmed with calls during a 
crisis situation. 

Fincom member Dick Duggan 
noted a better solution would be to 
move forward with a plan designed 
about three years ago for a new 
joint police-fire station. Assistant 
Town Manager Jeff Hull said the 
plan would likely be on hold for 
another five years until the 
economy improves, Stewart ex- 
plained some legislators are trying 
to come up with state funding 
because they realize, with today's 
financial picture, not many new 
Stations are being built. 

John Doherty questioned the need 
for four new cruisers which the 
town manager has put on a warrant 
article for the upcoming town 
meeting. Doherty went on to add 
he had a hard time with making 
cruisers available to nearly every 
other officer, Stewart replied that 
the four cruisers were essential 
since they will replace four first 
response vehicles which are on the 
road 24 hours a day, seven days a 


week. He added the cars become 
unrcliable for high speed chases 
after one year, Most of the police 
vehicles are rotated and assigned 
not to individuals but to patrols, 
Stewart said. 

During the evening, the board 
also discussed the following: 

* The town manager's decision to 
increase the fill-in account by 3.2 


percent to make up for a reduction 
in that account in 1991 to avoid 
laying off police, 

+ The appointment of Lt. Robert 
Spencer in February to head up the 
Detective's Burcau. The position 
been vacant since the death last 
summer of Jay Palmer. 

* The success of the traffic unit, 
which was created in 1987 to 
prevent accidents and assure that 
Wilmington's streets remain safe 
Last year, $300,000 was taken in 
through fin J Stewart. 

+ The success of the DARE 
program in the Wilmington School 
System, The program teaches fifth 
graders ways to say no to drugs 
and peer pressure. Currently, that 
program is being supported 
through the business community. 
The maximum annual cost of the 
program is $4500, said Stewart.

He said his department 
was important to Wilmington 
because the town has no 
youth-oriented organizations or 
commercial recreation as in 
Tewksbury or Billerica.

Questions about EMT training, a 
HazMat vehicle housed in Lowell, 
and the need for a new pumper 
punctuated the Wilmington Finance 
Committee's review of the fire 
department's FY '94 budget 
Tuesday night. 

Fire Chief Daniel Wandell told 
fincom members his department 
has 25 men who have been trained 
as EMTs with the ability to 
respond to medical emergencies 
Only EMTs are allowed on the 
ambulance under state law, added 
the chief. The number of trained 
men will soon increase to 27 at a 
cost of $3600. After 1981, EMT 
training was required of all new 
Wilmington firefighters, said 
Wandell 

While his expenses have stayed 
pretty much the same for next 
year, said Wandell, maintenance 
costs for the HazMat (hazardous 
material) truck shared with other 
towns went from $2,000 to $900 
for Wilmington. Each town origi 
nally paid $2,000 to replenish 
supplies on the vehicle. That cost 
was reduced because the figure is 
now based on population. The 
truck responds to any emergency 
concerning hazardous spills or 
materials. Wandell added the truck 
has already been used twice in 
Wilmington 

Deputy Chicf Dan Stewart, who 
is on the HazMat tcam, said it can 
take anywhere from a half hour to 
an hour to respond to an 
emergency situation, He added all 
16 HazMat members are needed on 
site before beginning an operation 
Wandell said the time wasn't that 
much of an issue because the local 
fire department can undertake such 
jobs as evacuating residents in the 
interim

Wandell, a 1946 graduate of Wil- 
mington High, first got interested in 
firefighting during a stint in the 
Navy during the Korean War. He 
went to firefighter's school and was 
part of the damage control! unit 
aboard his ship. After being 


discharged, Wandell joined the 
Wilmington Fire Department in 
1957. He became deputy chief in 
1971, the first deputy in Wil- 
mington to achieve that position 
through a civil service test rather 
than by appointment. 

When Chief Arthur Boudreau left 
in 1980, Wandell was named to 
succeed him, 

In his 36 years, Wandell has seen 
his department almost triple in size 
from 12 men to 32 men and two 
dispatchers. The department now

boasts a ladder and rescue truck in 
addition to other equipment and 
vehicles, Only occasionally do his 
men rely on hand ladders. And new 
recruits are now required to 
undergo nine weeks of training at 
the Massachusetts Fire Academy 
before joining the force. 

"When they come out of there, 
they're alot more qualified and can 
perform at a higher level. When I 
came on (as a firefighter), you 
learned as you went along," laughs 
Wandell, 

Besides the requirement to attend 
the fire academy, there have been 
other improvements along the way. 
Just last year, said Wandell, the 
department's grade was lowered 
from a grade five to a grade four. 
The lower grade means a lower 
insurance rate and premium and a 
big savings to Wilmington home- 
owners. And, as a member of the 
Massachusetts Fire Chief Board of 
Directors, Wandell was instru- 
mental in locating a regional 
HazMat district in nearby Lowell. 
Wandell stresses the decision to 
locate one of six regional HazMat 


districts and a vehicle in Lowell was 
a team effort between the board of 
directors and the International 
Firefighter's Union and that 
decision turned out to be good for 
Wilmington. The HazMat team 
responds to hazardous material 
emergencies like the recent gas spill 
on Route 93. 

One change he would have liked to 
have seen is a new fire station to 
meet the growing needs of his 
department. 

"We were very close to it. Then 
the bottom fell out of the economy. 
As soon as it turns around, I think 
this will be a top priority,” said 
Wandell, 

What will he miss most? 

"Going to the fires," Wandell said 
without hesitation. After a little 
more thought he added,” I'll really 
miss the whole thing, especially the 
men, I was very fortunate. A chief 
is only as good as his men and I've 
had very good men." 

The future will be spent with his 
large family and traveling, when- 
ever he can, with his wife Betty. 
They've already made plans for a 
trip to Disneyworld and hope to 
travel to Williamsburg next year to 
indulge an interest in the Civil War.

done that which only the town can 
do, namely to repeal the pre- 
existing lot bylaw." 

"I'm here to tell you in good 
conscience I have not unilaterally 
changed anything,” said Altman, 
adding that the town manager 
authorized him "to bring some 
order from what was.chaos in this 
town.” 

Officials who spoke out said there 
was no real change but only a 
re-interpretation of the bylaws, 
which was made for the good of 
the town and residents who might 
buy into developments such as 
those on Ohio and Buckingham 
streets. 

Johnson argued that alot of 
people who bought land thinking 
they could develop it under the old 
bylaw have been hurt by the 
change. 

"People feel left out of the 
process.They've lost some rights 
they thought they had," said 
Johnson. 

Some of those landowners told 
selectmen they felt it was unfair 
that they had been paying taxes on 
land and now that land may not be 
buildable. Altman suggested the 
best solution would be for 
developers and landowners to 
"come in the front door" and mect 
with the Building Inspector and 
planners on a case by case basis to 
see if they-could put up a home on 
their property. 

Peterson told selectmen he saw 
the change coming for the past two 
years and he agreed the planning 
board did have some legitimate 
concerns, He argued later that the 
Cain Amendment, which apparent- 
ly did away with grandfathered 
lots, is inconsistent with the Weber 
Amendment and the planning 
board should repeal or refile the 
latter at town meeting. 

Caira argued the issue all along 
had been one of proper jurisdic- 
tion, He expressed anger al a 
charge leveled at him and Aluman 
that their actions were politically 
motivated. He said the "reckless 
characterization" by Brown was 
“just plain wrong.”

Boston Floating Hospital 
comes to Winchester 


Children with serious urologi- 
cal problems can now be seen 
locally instead of having to be 
referred to Boston. According to 
Rod Huebbers, Vice President of 
Ambulatory and Clinical Services 
at Winchester Hospital, the hospi- 
tal has established an affiliation 
with the Floating Hospital for 
Children at New England Medical 
Center (NEMC).

Those who can't swim are not 
alone. Many have never learned 
and may be embarrassed to 
admit it or even try to learn. 
Some may have even developed 
a fear of the water. With each 
passing year it become harder 
and harder to learn. Loss of flex- 
ibility and past failures may 
seem an insurmountable hurdle. 
But don't despair. Swimming is 
not as hard as it seems. Almost 
everyone can learn if he or she 
really wants to. 

The early spring is perhaps 
the best time to learn or 
improve swimming \ skills 
Physically and mentally people 


are at their best, anticipating 
summer fun and most deter- 
mined to not spend another 
summer being an "onlooker." It 
takes just a decision on their 
part to be on their way. 

How do they learn to swim? 
With both children and adults 
the technique is the same. Small 
groups are brought into the 
water and allowed to experience 
the new feelings as the body 
adjusts to the water. The body 
floats, the center of balance 
shifts and movements are in 
slow motion. They will be 
encouraged, but never forced to 
submerge. At the same time, 
arm and leg muscles will be 
toned up through exercise and 
drills and finally everything is 
tied together. First, the front 
float, then a float and kick, and 
finally the float, kick and arm 
stroke. Breathing is added later 
and at that part they can swim 
as far as conditioning will allow.

Our hero - dark, square-jawed 
and handsome - has just fallen 
through a supernatural black 
hole into the 13th Century. All he 
has to protect himself is a 
chainsaw, a 12-gauge shotgun 
and a seemingly endless supply 
of bullets. His name? Ash. His 
mission? Fight an army of the 
dead and return to the 90s. 1990s, 
that is. 

Writer/director Sam Raimi, 
who entered the mainstream 
with "Darkman" in 1990, has 
once again combined his everac- 
tive imagination with a low bud- 
get to conjure up the third in his 
"Evil Dead" trilogy. Though this 
flick picks up pretty much 
where "Evil Dead 2: Dead by 
Dawn" left off a few years ago, 
Raimi had a contractual obliga- 
tion not to mention the "Dead" 
movies in his title, as they never 
made any money in this country. 

But fans of drive-in movies 
know and appreciate Raimi's 
howlers, all campy, all funny, 
somewhat ghoulish and definite- 
ly cheesy. There is just somee 
thing fun and goofy about giving 
yourself over to a movie in 
which angry skeletons play a 
pivotal role, 


When Ash reads from a pow- 
erful, evil book, he finds himself 
falling into a time warp that 
emerges in medieval England. 
The locals, thinking him an 
enemy, toss him into a dank and 
horrifying pit. Ash, who is no

intellect and tends to talk in 
cliches, has one thing going for 
him - he knows how to fight. 
Campbell's physical prowess, 
and ability to deliver those 
corny lines, is half the (sopho- 
moric) fun. And as Ash blunders 
his way in and out of trouble, he 
lets his machismo veneer drop 
for a minute to fall for the lovely 
Embeth Davidtz, adding 
romance to this silly mix 

While the story churns 
around Ash, Raimi never lets us 
forget that cheese factor. Raimi 
obviously loved those Ray 
Harryhausen movies of the 
fifties. His army of Deadites 
look like they marched out of 
another decade. They are no 
more frightening than toys and 
are characteristic of the Three 
Stooges, but definitely fall into 
the guilty pleasure category. 
The Deadites don't represent 
fine filmmaking, just as the 
story is hardly going to win any 
prizes. But the combination of 
corn and humor, with a dash of 
ghoulishness tossed in, is irre- 
sistible to anyone who ever 
babysat their way through crea- 
ture double features on the telly. 


The Crying Game is a strange 
and imaginative romantic thriller.
